Ho w the Late A. F. Chamo t Distin ­ 
gu ished Himself In the Pekin Siege. 
Auguste F. Chamot, who recently 
died at Larkspur, Cal., was the hero 
of the Boxer uprising in China. 
His 
life was romantic and adventurous. 
He went to Pekin in 18 8 3. before he 
was sixteen y ears old, with only 40 
cents in his pocket. 
Missionaries to 
whom he appealed for aid supplied him 
with funds, and he built a small hotel. 
It gradually grew into the Hotel de 
Pekin, an establishment of 400 rooms. 
Mr. Chamot distinguished himself in 
the siege of Pekin during the Boxer 
uprising in June and July , 1D00. Prior 
to the siege he had the foresight to lay 
In a large store of rice and other food­ 
stuffs, which are said to have saved the 
foreigners in the legation quarter from 
starvation. 
“ In less than twenty -four hours,” 
one reads in “ The Siege of the Lega­ 
tions,” by Captain D’Arcy , “ Mr. Cha­ 
mot has been able to find enough food 
to supply 4,200 persons during seventy - 
eight day s. As miller, baker, engineer, 
builder of barricades, chief of coolies, 
etc., he has been every thing and done 
every thing through that memorable 
siege without the advice of any one.” 
Mr. Chamot and his wife between 
them killed 700 Boxers during the 
siege. One day he himself killed fifty - 
four, while she killed seventeen in a 
single day . 
They -were both wounded 
themselves. 
He was in Fekin eighteen y ears, but 
came to the United States In 1901. 


Slav ery Co n d itio n s In Po rtu gu ese Is­ 
lan d s Aro u se British Refo rmers. 
In calling attention to conditions ex­ 
isting on the Portuguese islands of 
San Thome and Principe, off the coast 
of Africa, the British Anti-slavery so­ 
ciety declares that the “ cocoa slavery ” 
existing there is worse than any thing 
that appeared in the day s when there 
were slaves in Jamaica. 
It seems that from 30.000 to 37,000 
negroes are on the islands of San 
Thome and Principe and that the mor­ 
tality is so great that it is necessary 
to import between 5,000 and 6,000 an­ 
nually to keep up the uumber and that 
those wt1io arrive on the islands are 
about half of the number gent from the

The wood i> brittle and the branches 
are easily brok en off by hard winds. 
When the tree grows in the open, 
there is noticed a tendency for it to 
fork near the 
grou nd and 
form a 
large spreading top and a very short 
stem. 
Many of the trees in Central 
show this tendency. 
The wood is 
light in weight and it is neither strong 
nor du rable. 
It has been 
u sed 
to 
some extent for flooring and fu rni 
hire, hu t it is not well su ited for su ch 
pu rposes. 
It is in active demand for 
excelsior and for seats and cu shion 
frames in cheap bu ggy 
work . 
The 
wood is of little valu e as fu el. 
Many k inds of fu ngi 
attack this 
tree. 
One fu ngu s mak es large black 
spots on the leaves. 
Other fu ngi a t ­ 
tack th? wood and produ ce discobo- 
rations and “ white rot.” 
In cases 
where fu ngi are su spected, specimens 
of the diseased part shou ld be sent 
to the News office. We may be able to 
give advice for treatment. 
The tree 
is also attack ed by many leaf eating 
insects and a green 
striped worm. 
Two or three forms of scale insects 
and several 
forms of borers 
are 
sometimes very destru ctive to it. For 
these reasons I shou ld say that the 
Silver Maple is not a very desirable 
tree to plant along ou r avenu es.
